they serve an entirely different purpose than other 
discos across the nation. 

“There is something oppressive about other discos, 
he says. ‘‘Most space is dedicated to tables and bars. 
Here it’s almost all dance floor. I think that says a lot 
for the people who go.” Because Provo has such a 
broad crowd, he says a deejay must appeal to tastes 
from all over the country. 

Rocky Kemp, who has deejayed in L.A. and Provo, 
says the atmosphere in Provo is completely different. 
“Disco means one thing to us and it means something 
else to people with no knowledge of LDS standards. 
Girls must realize that when they get home, they don’t 
have a bunch of LDS guys to dance with. Other guys 
aren’t after the same thing.”’ 

To satisfy kids in Provo, Kemp says, BYU proueht 
disco back under its own roof and kept it clean enough 
to have an opening prayer. ““We can control the at- 
mosphere and what songs are played,” he says.

I have to be very selective with the 
music I play. Lyrics in general don’t make much dif- 
ference because no one is really listening to the words.” 

The deejay at Village on Center, K.C. Scholz, says he 
polices everything he plays. “Hopefully we can have the 
best parts of disco without the bad part.” 

However, Scholz says he thinks suggestive dances 
and seductive disco lyrics have affected dress more than 
some people realize. ““We’re going to have a hard time 
not being touched. Everything that is associated with 
the world has pros and cons,” he maintains. 

Disco is a two-edged sword, declares Kemp. “‘People 
who go to discos in other places know what goes on. 
Ultimately, the individual must use his free agency and 
decide if he'll let it affect his character.” 

Palmer says he doesn’t think disco has to be seduc- 
tive, awful and nasty — it can be skillful and fun. “As 
long as it doesn’t interfere with gospel. obligations, 
that’s fine, ’? he says.

NY's Studio 54 — 
a zoo for primates 


-Discos have become one of the biggest entertainment 
makers of the 70’s. And one of the phenomena in discos 
is Studio 54 in New York City. 

According to Time magazine’s discoguide, Studio 54 
is a dancer’s Disneyland with a stage for the dance 
floor, theatrical lighting, scrims and backdrops. It has 
450 special effects, including plastic snowfalls, metallic 
streamers and satin rose petals. 


Studio 54 operates on snob appeal, letting only the 


most elite enter its doors. 

During the past summer while on their New York in- 
ternships with the BYU communications department, 
Vicki Varela, Dave Long and Kayna Kemp visited 
Studio 54. They were able to go because Miss Varela 
had received a press pass from Associated Press to 
cover a news event. Following are their impressions of 
the evening they spent there: 


Approaching the well-dressed crowd waiting outside 
the doors of Studio 54, one would think the “beautiful 
people” were spending the evening outside instead of 
inside New York’s most elite disco. Upon closer inspec- 
tion however, the on-looker notices a certain anx- 
iousness about the fashionably dressed people. 

An effeminate fellow stands between two enormous 
bouncers inside the boundaries of a velveteen rope 
separating the throng from the entrance. He points to 
the people he wants to be allowed in, and just shakes his 
head rudely at anyone who doesn’t appeal to his fancy. 

Once inside, the dark surroundings fade as the 
glamourous people talk and Jaugh animatedly; subtly 
searching for the celebrities — the people who make the 
place alive. Quite a few are around tonight; Liza 
Minelli shows up with Barishniykov. Truman Capote is 
wandering around in a dark coat, with thongs, and a 
straw hat on. Gloria Swanson... Halston... Yul 
Brenner they all sit cozily among themselves, 
socializing. 

Entertainment is also provided by the odd-balls 
mingling and gyrating on the dance floor. The place is 
infamous for the strange ones, who make it in on 
weirdness alone — guys in leather jackets and chains, a 
78 year-old woman called Disco Sally who comes every 
night, a man with make-up on in a flashy silver space- 
suit. Catching a glimpse of a guy on roller skates wear- 
ing a pink afro wig, short dress and toting a baton, one 
wonders how this place maintains its image of glamour 
and sophistication. 

_ As the evening progresses the atmosphere becomes 
more and more hyper. People are loaded and un- 
inhibited and lewd. More and more weirdos are coming 
out of the woodwork. By 4 a.m. many are unruly, the 
atmosphere is wild, activities become debasing and 
degenerate. The colored colliding lights, flashing 
strobes and carnal song lyrics mingled with the smoke- 
filled air and sweaty dancers create an irrestrainable 
momentum. 


The beautiful people no longer seem glamourous or. 


sophisticated but instead, barbaric and uncivilized. Is 
this society’s elite? Somebody needs to ‘blow the cover’ 
on the image of Studio 54. It’s nothing more than a zoo 
of primates in a cage of flashing lights and pulsating 
music.

first priority, 
Oaks says

A college president’s most important function is not 
to manage but to lead, said BYU President Dallin H. 
Oaks Friday at the inauguration of President Bruce C. 
Hafen at Ricks College in Rexburg, Idaho. 


Hafen was installed as the new president of the in- 
stitution by Marion G. Romney of the LDS Church’s 
First Presidency. 


Ricks will face financial pressures, increasing regula- 
tion attempts from the outside and declines in the num- 
ber of high school graduates, Oaks said. He added that 
because of increasing regulation and pressures on 
enrollment and resources, Ricks College will be forced 
to be more explicit about its educational mission. 


Oaks said this would include being more specific 
-about the position of the college on the continuum bet- 


| ween liberal education and technical or vocational 


education. 


“Tt is important that both options be available to stu- 
dents somewhere in our educational community,” he 
said. “But the type of faculty resources, curriculum and 
facilities demanded by one type of education are suf- 
ficiently different from the other that a college cannot 
wisely attempt to do both on a broad front.” 


“Today some college degrees certify little more than 
four years of free choice among a field of courses so 
diverse that a student can easily graduate without basic 
literacy in the traditional areas of learning.” _ 


A president’s first duty is to lead out in establishing 
goals for the institution, Oaks said. “His is the in- 
escapable and single responsibility of leadership in the 
establishment of goals.” 


The president must also assemble resources, Oaks 
said. ‘‘He must attract the best possible teachers, ad- 
ministrators, and students and gather the needed 
monies from his Board and also from outside con- 
tributors.” 


The president is the spokesman and advocate for the 


institution, Oaks said. “He is also the chief institutional - 


cheerleader, urging students, faculty, alumni and other 
groups, including even the athletic teams, to put forth 
their best efforts.” Hafen is a former BYU faculty 


member and assistant to Oaks. He graduated with high — 


honors from BYU in 1966. He received his doctorate of 
law degree in 1967 from the University of Utah. 

Hafen was appointed as president of Ricks College 
last November by LDS President Spencer W. Kimball. 
He assumed his current avi eee in May.

The tardy bells rings. Dusty smells of chalk and paper 
mingle with the slamming of lockers and the scurrying of 
latecomers in the halls. Desks squeak and the pages of tex- 
tbooks rustle as classes begin. 

The atmosphere is typical of schools in every town in the 
nation, as billions of dollars and manhours are expended each 
year to educate America’s youth. In Provo, the scene is no 
different. 

But in recent years, the American education system has 
come under heavy fire by educators, the media and the 
public. A CBS documentary recently asked the piercing ques- 
tion, with the money and personnel being poured into educa- 
tion, “Is anybody learning out there?” Their answer —not 
much. Other analyses of the nation’s schools have been 
similarily glum. : 

Reasons given for American education’s plight have been 
as diverse as the analyzers. Breakdown of the family, too 
much innovation in teaching methods, crowding in schools, 
lack of discipline, drugs, insufficient funding, unprepared 
teachers, busing... the list and proposed remedies are almost 
endless. : 

In predominately-Mormon Provo, where education, law 
and order and the family are stressed for religious reasons, 
and Brigham Young University spreads its. influence far 
beyond the boundaries of campus, is the answer any dif- 
ferent? “Is anybody learning in Happy Valley?” 

“Provo is higher than the national average in all areas in 
elementary schools,” says James Bergera, director of student 
services in the Provo School District. 

The only national test given in Provo schools is the Califor- 
nia Test of Basic Skills. On this exam, elementary school 
scores in Provo have been consistently above both the nation 
and state since the exam’s institution in the 1960's. 

“The highest is in reading, which is a little different than 
other trends in the country,” says Bergera. 

In Provo, the average 6th grader in 1977 was reading on 
almost an 8th grade level compared to the national norm. 
Fourth graders were reading a grade and a half higher than 
the national norm. : 

Seventy-five percent of all the fourth grade students are 
above the national average in reading. 

‘Not one school in Provo is reading below the national 
norm,” says Bergera. 


“We've never gotten away from the basics,” 


In other subjects — math, for example — the scores are 
lower, but Provo’s fourth graders are still almost a grade 
higher than the national norm. 

In language and study skills, the other two areas of the test, 
scores are similar, but a little higher. 

In contrast to other schools, Provo’s have maintained an 
almost constant level in test scores over the past five years. 

The reading scores fluctuated a little, but were corrected by 
the initiation of an intense emphasis on reading skills. 


ACT scores 


Provo School District administers no standard exam to 
high school students. National ACT scores, however, can 
provide a partial picture of how Provo shapes up in com- 
parison to the nation. ; 

In this area, again, Provo is above the state and nation. 

However, while the national ACT scores have begun to 
level out some from a drop they have taken in the past several 
years, Provo’s scores have continued to go down significan- 
tly: : 

They are still higher than the national and state averages, 
though. : 

Partially responsible for the drop, which is statewide, are 
new elective programs, says David Nelson of the State Board 
of Education Research and Planning Department. 

Unfortunately, the ACT scores are not administered to all 
students, but rather only on the choice of the student. 
Therefore any comparisons are at best inconclusive. Since the 
number of Provo’s high schoolers who take the test — about 
90 percent — is much more than the national average of 
around 60 percent, one would expect Provo’s scores to be 
lower. The fact that they are higher than the nation and the 
state is, in spite of the last few years’ drop, some indication of 
the schools’ quality. 

Robert W. Spencer, dean of Admissions and Records at 
BYU, reports the.average composite ACT scores for entering 
freshman has been consistantly between 67 and 74 percent of 
the national average, fluctuating usually within half a point 
from the mean average of 22.67. At least half of Provo’s high 
school graduates go on to BYU. 

Reasons for the Provo’s consistant lead over the nation are 
as numerous as are reasons for current problems in educa- 
tion.

Multiple causes 


It is almost impossible, says Bergera, to pinpoint the causes 
of success and failure in schools, because of the hundreds of 
different problems. 

A look at programs and attitudes in some of the city 
schools will give some kind of idea, however. 

It’s 10:30 a.m. A slender, blonde-haired teacher walks 


slowly around the classroom observing as students move in 
circular motions near their desks. 

Suddenly they all sit down and the teacher is back up at the 
blackboard: drawing a picture of a molecule and how tiny 
atoms function inside it. 

Later that afternoon, students begin trying to rhyme words 
in their notebooks, which are later set to music. 

According to John Bone, the principal of Joaquin Elemen- 
tary School, students at the school are learning to read and 
write better and quicker than their.parents did through a 
program called “Integrating the Arts.” 

_ “Integrating the Arts” combines drama, dance, visual art 
(pictures) and music with the three R’s, as well as subjects like 
history and science. 

“Last year we worked with music — getting words to 
rhyme — setting words to music. That was quite an ex- 
perience for children,” says Myrna Herde, a second and third 
grade teacher at the school. 

By combining a subject such as reading with music, 
children learn. to rhyme and determine how many syllables 
are in a word and in a line. It makes the subject fun and the 
children learn to be creative, says Mrs. Herde. 

Many “back to the basics’ programs such as this are being 
tried in Provo. Educators and teachers feel children need to 
learn to read and write and compute more than simply trying 
new programs and “gadgets” on them. 

“I think in all schools in Provo they haven 
trend away from the basics,’ says Monroe G. Gailier, prin- 
cipal of Maesar Elementary School. 

Ted Kelly, Resource Coordinator at Maesar, agrees. 
“When we do introduce something new, it’s been thoroughly 
checked out,” he says. ‘‘We’re not a gadget school.” 

Ray Harrison, a fourth grade teacher at Maesar, says 
teachers need to add a spark to the basics to keep students in- 
terested. ‘‘We’re trying to make learning more inviting, so 
kids are not so bored,” he says. “If we don’t, they get bored 
and tune us out.” 

And tuning teachers out often comes from competition 
from television, complains Elaine Burgener, a fourth grade 
teacher at Maesar. 

With T.V. soaking up a great deal of a child’s time, stu- 
dents leave for school expecting their teachers to entertain 
them, says Burgener. 

So the trend has been to spice up the basics and teach them 
in a way that will not only keep children’s attention, but also 
keep them excited about learning. 

This trend is particularly noticable with the reading 
program at Maesar. 

Situated just above the stairs on the second floor is a
